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2 dead in attacktargeting 
German synagogue on 
Yom Kippur

HALLE, Germany (AP) — A 

heavily armed assailant 
ranting a bout J ews tried to 
force his way into a syna¬ 
gogue in Germany on Yom 
Kippur, Judaism's holiest 
day, then shot two people 
to death nearby in an at¬ 
tack Wednesday that was 
livestreamed on a popular 
gaming site. 


The attacker shot at the 
door of the synagogue in 
the eastern city of Halle but 
did not get in as 70 to 80 
people inside were observ¬ 
ing the holy day. 

Ihe gunman shouted that 
J ews were 'the root" of 
"problems" such as femi¬ 
nism and "mass immigra¬ 
tion," according to a group 
that tracks online extrem¬ 
ism.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

Defense Intelligence Agen¬ 
cy official was arrested 
Wednesday and charged 
with leaking classified intel¬ 
ligence information to two 
journalists, including a re¬ 
porter he was dating, the 
J ustice Department said. 
Henry Kyle Frese, 30, was 
arrested by the FBI when 
he arrived at work at a DIA 
facility in Virginia. He was 
charged with willfully dis¬ 
closing national defense 
information. 

Frese, who hasa top secret 
government security clear¬ 
ance, is alleged to have 
accessed at least five clas¬ 
sified intelligence reports 
and provided top secret 
information about another 
country's weapons systems 
to the reporter with whom 
he was having a relation¬ 
ship. 

The a nest is the latest in a 
series of prosecutions un¬ 
der the Trump administra¬ 
tion of government work¬ 
ers accused of providing 
nonpublic information to 
journalists. In 2017, then- 
Attomey General Jeff Ses¬ 


sions pledged to take a 
stand against leaks, and 
the Justice Department 
hasbroughtatleastsixleak 
investigation cases in the 
past two years. 

Neither reporter was iden¬ 
tified by name in court 
documents, but an analysis 
of news articles and social 
media posts indicates they 
are Amanda Macias of 
CNBC and Courtney Kube 


of NBC News. Those posts 
include a photo of Macias 
and Frese on Instag ram 
from 2017. 

The Justice Department 
declined to provide any 
additional details about 
the classified information 
that was leaked, but the 
articles foe used on China's 
missile systems. 

The reporter, believed to 
be Macias, published eight 


articles containing classi¬ 
fied defense information 
between May and July of 
la st year, prosecutors said. 
In April 2018, after Frese 
accessed one of the intel¬ 
ligence reports, she sent 
him a private message on 
Twitter asking if he would 
be willing to spea k with an- 
other journalist who pros¬ 
ecutors said worked at 
another outlet owned by 
the same company, court 
documents said. The sec¬ 
ond jouma list is believed to 
be Kube. 

Frese replied that he would 
help if it could help ad- 
van c e the fi rst re p o rte r's c a- 
reerbecause he wanted to 
see her "progress," accord¬ 
ing to the documents. 

The government also inter¬ 
cepted a call in September 
during which Frese alleged¬ 
ly read classified national 
defense information to the 
second journalist, the doc¬ 
uments say. 

"Frese betrayed the trust 
placed in him by the Amer¬ 
ican people — a betrayal 
that risked harming the na¬ 
tional security of this coun¬ 
try," said Assistant Attorney 
GeneralJ ohn Demers, who 


leads the Justice Depart¬ 
ment's national security di¬ 
vision. 

Federal investigators be¬ 
lieve Frese was 'taking di¬ 
rection from members of 
the media" because he 
had searched forthe intel¬ 
ligence documents that 
were outside of his area 
of expertise, according to 
Alan Kohler, the special 
agent in charge of coun¬ 
terintelligence at the FBI's 
field office in Washington. 
Although officials would 
not rule out the possibility of 
bringing criminal charges 
against the journalists, the 
top prosecutor whose of¬ 
fice is prosecuting the case 
said investigators are 'fo¬ 
cused on the leaker, not 
the journalist." 

Frese was involved in "das¬ 
tardly and felonious con¬ 
duct at the expense of our 
country," said G. Zb chary 
Terwilliger, U.S. attorney for 
the Eastern District of Virgin¬ 
ia. He said Frese's behavior 
was"notselflessorheroic, it 
is criminal." 

It was not immediately 
clear whether Frese had 
a lawyer who could com¬ 
ment on his behalf. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — A bi¬ 
partisan Senate bill would 
halt U.S. military assistance 
to NATO ally Turkey and 
clamp sanctionson the U.S. 
assets of Turkish President 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan be¬ 
cause of his country's inva¬ 
sion Wednesday of north¬ 
ern Syria. 

"The measure effectively 
rebukes President Donald 
Trump's abrupt decision 
to pull U.S. troops from the 
region. Soon after their 
withdrawal, Erdogan com¬ 
menced air and ground 
assaults on Syrian Kurdish 
fighters who've been help¬ 
ing the U.S. battle Islamic 
State extremists there, 
which numerous lawmak- 
ersand others had warned 
would happen. 

The measure would also im¬ 
pose sanctions on foreign 
military sales to Turkey, an 
outline of the legislation 
said. It would take effect 
immediately, and its restric¬ 
tions would be lifted only 
when the Trump adminis¬ 
tration certifies that Turkey 
has ceased its operations 
and withdrawn its forces 
from the region. 

Trump told reporters at 
the White House that he 
agreed with sanctions but 
seemed to condition that 
on Turkey's actions inside 
Syria. 

"I actually think much 
tougher than sanctions, if 
(Erdogan) doesn't do it in 
as humane a way as pos¬ 
sible," Trump said, appar¬ 
ently referring to Turkey's 


inva sion. 

He said he would define 
humane as possible "as we 
go along." 

Sen. Chris Van Hollen, a 
Maryland Democrat, said 
he and co-sponsor Sen. 
Undsey Graham, Repub¬ 
lican of South Carolina, 
planned to introduce the 
legislation as soon as Con¬ 
gress returns from a recess 
next week. He said he 
and Graham would seek 
commitments from Senate 
leaders to bring the legisla¬ 
tion to the floor quickly. 

Van Hollen said in an inter¬ 
view that the removal of 
U.S. forces from the area, 
where there had been hun¬ 
dreds of American troops, 
wa s a "tota I betra ya I" of a I- 
lied Kurds. 

'While the Administration 
refuses to act against Tur¬ 
key, I expect strong bipar¬ 
tisan support," Graham, a 
leading GOP voice on mili¬ 
tary matters who is normally 
a staunch Trump backer, 
said in a written statement. 
Besides Erdogan, the mea¬ 
sure would sanction the 
American assets of six other 
top Turkish officials. Under 
the sanctions, their access 
to their holdings in the U.S. 
would be restricted, said 
one congressional aide 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they 
were not authorized to dis¬ 
cuss the bill publicly. 
Erdogan sent his forces into 
Syria even though Trump 
had previously threatened 
to 'totally destroy and oblit¬ 
erate" Turkey's economy if 
their push went too far.

Just last week, Alexander 
issued a more cautious 
statement. He said the Sen¬ 
ate Intelligence Commit¬ 
tee wasprobing Trump'sat- 
tempt to prod Ukraine into 
investigating former Vice 
PresidentJ oe Biden, a 2020 
Democratic presidential 
contender, and added, "I 
want to know the facts be¬ 
fore I comment." 
Alexander, 79, is respected 
on both sides of the aisle. 
With his four-decade politi¬ 
cal career winding down, 
he's been considered a 
harbinger of what depart¬ 
ing, moderate GOP law¬ 


makers mig ht do. 
Republican leaders are 
eager to prevent divisions 
within their pa rty in a battle 
likely to dominate Washing¬ 
ton for months and expect¬ 
ed to be a major factor in 
next year's presidential and 
congressional elections 
On Wednesday, Alexan¬ 
der's position tilted more fa¬ 


vorably toward Trump. 

"It's inappropriate for the 
president to be talking with 
foreign govemmentsabout 
investigating his political 
opponents, but impeach¬ 
ment would be a mistake," 
Alexander said. "An elec¬ 
tion, which is just around 
the comer, is the right way 
to decide who should be 


president. Impeachment 
has never removed a presi¬ 
dent. It will only divide the 
country further." 

Alexander aides said he 
was not available to dis¬ 
cuss his position. 

Other GOP senators, in¬ 
cluding Rob Portman of 
Ohio, have recently said 
Trump's actions aren't im¬ 
peachable while stopping 
short of saying he'd done 
nothing wrong.

Pence aiming Id release records 
of his own Ukraine calls

WAUKEE, Iowa (AP) — Vice 
President Mike Pence said 
Wednesday he is working 
with the White House coun¬ 
sel's office to release tran¬ 
scripts of his own calls with 
Ukranian President Volody- 
myrZfelenskiy. 

Pence said records of his 
two phone conversations 
would help exonerate Pres¬ 
ident Donald Trump of any 
wrongdoing. 

Pence was asked about 
releasing histranscriptsand 
told reporters, "I'd have no 
objection to that."He spoke 
after an event in Waukee, 


Iowa, where he addressed 
supporters about the presi¬ 
dent's trade policy. 

Pence said he "never dis¬ 
cussed the issue of the 
Bide ns" with Zelenskiy. And 
he again defended the 
president, insisting that a 
"plain reading"ofthe rough 
transcript of Trump's call 
with the Ukranian leader 
shows 'there was no quid 
pro quo." 

The Trump administration 
came under fire after a 
whistleblower complaint 
filed by a CIA officer sug¬ 
gested Trump and other 
administration officials 
worked to withhold aid 


from Ukraine and pushed 
the country's government 
to investigate the son of 
former Vice President J oe 
Biden, a leading candi¬ 
date in the Democratic pri¬ 
mary for president. 

Pence also said he stands 
by his assertion during a 
2016 vice presidential de¬ 
bate that foreign govern¬ 
ments shouldn't get in¬ 
volved in domestic elec¬ 
tions. He ignored shouted 
questions noting thatTrump 
suggested, in front of net- 
workcamerason the White 
House lawn, that China 
should start an investiga¬ 
tion into the Bidens.Q 


Senate since 2003 and has 
been a voice of modera¬ 
tion on some bills, working 
with Democrats on health 
and other issues. He's a for¬ 
mer governor, presidential 
candidate and Cabinet 
member. 

He's also been a defender

PHOENIX (AP) — An Arizo¬ 
na politician ran an adop¬ 
tion fraud scheme that 
promised pregnantwomen 
thousands of dollars to lure 
them from a Pacific Island 
nation to the U.S., where 
they were crammed into 
houses to wait to give birth, 
sometimes with little to no 
prenatal care in what pros¬ 
ecutors called a human 
smuggling case. 

Paul Petersen, the Repub¬ 
lican assessor of Arizona's 
most populouscounty, was 
charged in Utah, Arizona 
and Arkansas with counts 
including human smug- 
g ling, sa le of a c hild, fra ud, 
forgery and conspiracy to 
commit money laundering. 
The charges span about 
three years and involve 
some 75 adoptions. Inves¬ 
tigators also found eight 
pregnant women from the 
Marshall Islands in raids of 
his properties outside Phoe¬ 
nix, and several more are 
waiting to give birth in Utah, 
authorities said. 

'The commoditization of 
children is simply evil," said 
Utah Attorney General 
Sean D. Reyes. 

The adoptive parents are 
considered victims along 
with the birth mothers, and 
no completed adoptions 
will be undone, authorities 
said. 

Petersen's attorney, Mat¬ 
thew Long, defended his 
client's actions during a 
Tuesday court hearing in 
Phoenix as "proper business 
practices" and said they 
disagreed with the allega¬ 
tions. 

Republican Arizona Gov. 
Doug Duceysaid Petersen 
should resign from hiselect- 
ed position determining the 
taxable value forproperties 
in Maricopa County, which 
includes Phoenix and its 
suburbs. 

Petersen served a two-year 
mission in the Marshall Is¬ 
lands for The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, Reyes said. He was 
later recruited by an inter¬ 
national adoption agency 
while in law school be¬ 
cause of his fluency in Mar¬ 
shallese, according to a 
2013 Phoenix BusinessJ our- 
na I story. 


Prosecutors say Petersen 
used associates there to 
recruit pregnant women 
by offering many of them 
$10,000 each to give up 
their babies for adoption. 
Petersen would pay forthe 
women to travel to the U.S. 
days or months before giv¬ 
ing birth and live in a home 
that he owned until deliver¬ 
ing the baby, according to 
the court records. 

The expecting mothers 
were often crowded in 
the homes, with Marshal¬ 
lese women Petersen em¬ 
ployed helping with things 
like translation, transporta¬ 
tion, legal documents and 
applications for Medicaid 
benefits, prosecutors said. 
Women got little to no pre¬ 
natal care in Utah, and in 
one house slept on mat¬ 
tresses la id on bare floors in 
what one shocked adop¬ 
tive family described as 
a "baby mill," according 
court documents. 

Petersen sold the house 
this spring as complaints 
mounted from neighbors 
in the working-class area 
in suburban Salt Lake City, 
said new owner Alanna 
Mabey. 

She was told it had been 
used as a rental, and since 
purchasing it she hasfound 
trash like dirty diapers in the 
bushes, she said. The news 
about how prosecutors say 
expecting mothers were 
treated there is "horrible," 
she said. "It makes me sick 
to my stomach." 

In Arkansas, it wasn't un¬ 
common to find a dozen 
Marshallese mothers on the 
verge of giving birth in one 
house, said Duane Kees, 
the U.S. attorney for the 
western district of Arkansas. 
"Many of these mothersde- 
scribed their ordeal as be¬ 
ing treated like property," 
Kees said. "Make no mis¬ 
take: this case is the purest 
form of human trafficking." 
Arkansas has one the larg¬ 
est concentrations of Mar¬ 
shallese immigrants in the 
U.S. and the women would 
then be flown there orback 
to the Marshall Islandsafter 
g iving birth, a uthoritiessa id. 
Petersen charged families 
$25,000-$40,000 per adop¬ 
tion and brought about 
$2.7 million into a bank ac¬ 
count for adoption fees 


in less than two years, ac¬ 
cording to court docu¬ 
ments 

Petersen's Mesa, Arizona, 
home is worth more than 
$600,000 and located in an 
affluent, gated community. 
The Utah probe began af¬ 
ter investigators got a call 
to a human-trafficking tip 
line in October 2017. Staff 
at several hospitals in the 
Salt Lake City area would 
eventually report an "influx" 
of women from the Mar¬ 
sha II Isla nd s g iving b irth a nd 
putting their babies up for 
adoption, often accompa¬ 
nied by the same woman. 
The scheme defrauded 
Arizona's Medicaid system 
of $800,000 because the 
women had no intention of 
remaining in the state when 
they applied, according to 
Arizona prosecutors. 

Undera compactbetween 
the United States and the 


Republic of the Marshall 
Islands, Marshallese citi- 
zenscan enterthe U.S. and 
work without a visa, unless 
they're traveling forthe pur¬ 
pose of adoption, authori¬ 
ties said. 

Petersen has faced trou- 
bleswith hisadoption prac¬ 


tices in the past. An Arizona 
juvenile court judge in 2016 
denied a couple's request 
to adopt a child bom to 
a Marshallese woman be¬ 
cause he feared the ar¬ 
rangement set up by Pe¬ 
tersen had violated that 
country's law. □

VUINNHELD, La. (AP) — 

Tucked away in the dense 
forest of rural Louisiana is a 
barbed wire-ringed prison 
that has quickly become a 
major detention center for 
immigrants detained atthe 
border. 

The Winn Correctional Cen- 
terisone of eight Louisiana 
jails that have started hold¬ 
ing asylum seekersand oth¬ 
er migrants over the past 
year, making Louisiana an 
unlikely epicenter for im¬ 
migrant detention under 
President Donald Trump. 
U.S. Immigration and Cus¬ 
toms Enforcement says it's 
now detaining about 8,000 
migrants in Louisiana out of 
51,000 nationally. 

These new facilities, a mix of 
old state prisons and local 
jails, are a drive of several 
hours from New Orleans 
and other major cities, far 
from where most immigrant 
rights' groups and immi¬ 
gration lawyers are based. 
Migrants complain of mis¬ 
treatment and prolonged 
detention. 

"I knew they would detain 
us, but I never thought it 
would be forthislong,"said 
Howard Antonio Benavides 
Jr., an 18-year-old from 
Venezuela who has been 
at Winn forthree months. 
The surge has been wel¬ 
comed by rural communi¬ 
ties that have long relied 
on jails for jobs, and by the 
private prison company 
that gets paid by the fed¬ 
eral government to detain 
the immigrants. 

The shift has occurred 
against the backdrop of 
a criminal justice overhaul 
in Louisiana that has re¬ 
duced the prison popula¬ 
tion, causing an economic 
threat for small towns with 
detention facilities 
ICE has stepped into that 
void. At Winn, which start¬ 
ed detaining migrants in 
May, employee salaries 
have risen from $10 an hour 
to $18.50. Local officials 
have signed a new five- 
year contract that guaran¬ 
tees millions in payments to 
the local government and 
the state. 

ICE refused several re¬ 
quests to comment on why 
it focused on Louisiana. In 
a statement, the agency 


said it identifies "contracts 
that can be modified to 
accommodate increased 
agency needs." 

ICE and the private prison 
company operating the 
facility, LaSalle Corrections, 
allowed The Associated 
Press to visit Winn for three 
hours in September and 
take photosand video un¬ 
der the condition that mi¬ 
grants'faces not be shown. 
The tour was tightly con¬ 
trolled. The AP was not al¬ 
lowed to speak to any 
detained migrants besides 
Benavides, who agreed 
to an interview through his 
lawyer. As a large group 
of migrants held in one tier 
started shouting "come 
here," in Spanish, jail of¬ 
ficials prevented observ¬ 
ers from approaching the 
immigrants and directed 
them outside. The men 
continued to shout from 
the windows. 

Nearly 1,500 migrants are 
detained at Winn, where 
they sleep on twin beds 
in long, narrow units with 
barred gates. Formerly a 
medium-security prison, 


Winn has a dining hall, out¬ 
door soccer fields, a gym¬ 
nasium, and a 200-person 
chapel built by former in¬ 
mates 

Most of the detainees ap¬ 
peared to be Spanish 
speakers. Others spoke Hin¬ 
di and wore orange cover¬ 
ings wrapped around their 
heads. 

Detainees are required to 
walk from site to site with 
their ha ndsclasped behind 
their backs, as if they are 
handcuffed. Most employ¬ 
ees don't speak Spanish or 
Hindi and communicate 
with migrants using hand 
signals or a few words of 
English that one person 
can translate to others. 
Authorities at Winn said 
immigrants are better be¬ 
haved and easier to over¬ 
see than inmatesata regu¬ 
lar prison. 

'There's been very little 
trouble," said Keith Deville, 
the facility'swarden. 'When 
you have convicted felons, 
they act a lot different." 

Immigration detention has 
become increasingly con¬ 
troversial during the Trump 


administration, which sepa¬ 
rated thousands of families 
aspartofa "zero-tolerance" 
policy at the U.S.-Mexico 
border. 

The 51,000 immigrants that 
ICE is detaining across the 
country is just below an 
agency record set ear¬ 
lier this year and is several 
thousand more than au¬ 
thorized by Congress. The 
number of migrants has re¬ 
mained above 50,000even 
as border crossings have 
fallen in recent months and 
the Trump administration 
hasbeen aggressive about 
returning bordercrossersto 
Mexico and denying asy¬ 
lum claims 

Advocates blame the gov¬ 
ernment fordetaining legit¬ 
imate asylum seekers and 
say the jails in Louisiana 
epitomize the problem. 

A federal judge recently 
ruled that ICE was unlaw¬ 
fully refusing to release asy¬ 
lum seekers in Louisiana, 
and lawyers say very few 
people are released from 
Winn or other facilities in 
the state. 

ICE has expanded its pres¬ 


ence in Louisiana as other 
states have told the agen¬ 
cy to stay out. 

California and Illinois 
banned private immigra¬ 
tion jails altogether, and 
even in conservative Texas, 
the Republican-led govern¬ 
ment of Williamson County 
voted to end ICE detention 
at a 500-bed jail. 

There's no such resistance 
in Winn Parish or other rural 
Louisiana communities 
Winnfield, the largest city 
in the parish and the birth¬ 
place of legendary Louisi¬ 
ana Gov. Huey Long, has 
a tiny downtown with as 
many empty storefronts as 
open shops. Timber trucks 
carrying chopped logs 
from the surrounding for¬ 
ests roll down the highway. 
Sheriff Cranford Jordan 
said that aside from lum¬ 
ber, the area's two biggest 
job enginesare the schools 
and the prison.

LaSalle Corrections, which 
was already running the 
prison, agreed to a five- 
year contract to hold ICE 
detainees in May.

A privately held company 
based in Ruston, Louisi¬ 
ana, LaSalle operates six 
of the eight converted jails 
opened since last year. 
LaSalle's facilities are 
spread out across Louisi¬ 
ana, connected by rural 
roads winding through for¬ 
ests and farmland. To ad¬ 
vocateslike Ho mere Lopez, 
executive director of the 
New Orleans-based Immi¬ 
gration Services and Legal 
Advocacy, the isolation is 
a serious problem for immi- 
g ra nts. 

"J ustthefactthatyou're de¬ 
taining people in such rural, 
isolated places makes it 
not only difficult forthe per¬

waited afterthe shooting. 
Guyger and her partner, 
Martin Rivera, both ac¬ 
knowledged from the wit¬ 
ness stand that they delet¬ 
ed text messagesfollowing 
Jean's death about their 
on-and-off relationship.

Associated Press 
BRUSSELS (AP) - Despite 
having only days to bridge

Across the European Par¬ 
liament, voices resonated 
with frustration that one of 
the most important events 
forboth the EUand the U.K. 
in decades had turned into 
a tone-deaf dialogue only 
three weeks ahead of Brit¬ 
ain's planned Oct. 31 de¬ 
parture. 

EU Commission President 
J ean-Claude J uncker said 
he was working together 
with EU Brexit negotia tor Mi¬ 
chel Bamieron a last-gasp 
solution. 

"Personally, I don't exclude 
a deal. Michel and myself 
are working on a deal," 
J unckersaid. 

He refused to be more spe¬ 
cific but made clear that 
Brexit talks between the 
two sides haven't come to 
an irreparable standstill. 
British Prime Minister Boris 
J ohnson hasvowed to take 


hiscountry out of the EUon 
Oct. 31 with or without a 
divorce deal. If Britain does 
leave, it will be the first EU 
nation to exit the bloc, end¬ 
ing almost half a century 
of U.K. membership that 
brought economic and 
diplomatic clout to both 
sides. 

For now, Juncker insisted 


Johnson needed to stop 
pouring all the blame on 
the EU for the negotiat¬ 
ing standstill. On Tuesday, 
Johnson's Downing Street 
office claimed EU intransi¬ 
gence had made it "essen¬ 
tially impossible" for the UK 
to leave with a deal. 

'We are not accepting this 
blame game that started in 


London,"J unckersaid. 
Johnson, who took office 
in J uly after British lawmak¬ 
ers rejected the Brexit deal 
of his predecessor Iheresa 
May three times, delivered 
his own Brexit proposals to 
the bloc last week. 

Britain is seeking to rene¬ 
gotiate May's rejected di¬ 
vorce deal to loosen the 


economic ties binding the 
U.K. to the bloc while ensur¬ 
ing there is no hard border 
between EU member Ire¬ 
land and the U.K.'s North¬ 
ern Ireland. 

Bamiersaid the U.K.'sideas 
were fundamentally flawed 
because they would mean 
imposing customs checks 
on the island of Ireland, 
and because they gave 
Northern Ireland's regional 
authority a veto on how to 
proceed. 

'The proposal of the Brit¬ 
ish government as things 
stand is not something we 
can accept,"he said. 
Johnson's proposals 

crossed so many of the EU's 
red lines, Bamiersaid, that 
he would need to funda¬ 
mentally revamp his pro¬ 
posals — something the 
British leader has said he 
will not do. 

Irish Prime Minister Leo 
Varadkar said Ireland 
wanted a Brexit deal but 
"not at any cost."

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

More than a year after 
Greece exited its bailout 
programs, investors made 
history in the country 
Wednesday by buying its 
short-term debt at a nega¬ 
tive yield, meaning they 
volunteered at least in the¬ 
ory to get less money back 
than they paid. 

Greece's debt manage¬ 
ment agency said it raised 
487.5 million euros($535 mil¬ 
lion) selling 13-week trea¬ 
sury bills for which the yield 
was -0.02% Prime Minister 
Kyriakos Mitsota kis said the 
sale of bills with a negative 
yield wasa firstforGreece.. 
'To put it simply, we're be¬ 
ing paid to borrow money," 
Mitsota kis told his center- 
right party's lawmakers. 
Other European countries 
offer even measlier returns 
on their treasury bills 
Lending at a loss, however 


small, appears daft. But 
many investors see govem- 
mentbondsasa safe place 
to channel excess liquidity 
amid global instability and 
stock market turmoil; the 
negative yield means they 
are willing to pay a fee for 
that safety. 

Negative rates in Greece 


and elsewhere in Europe 
also result from European 
Central Bank monetary 
stimulus "The bank plans 
a new round of bond pur¬ 
chases, which would pump 
newly printed money 
into the economy to sup¬ 
port stronger inflation and 
growth. 


The expected purchases 
have driven government 
bond prices up and yields, 
which move in the oppo¬ 
site direction, down into 
negative territory at times 
Large swaths of the Euro¬ 
pean government bond 
market trade in negative 
territory. Germany sold a 
30-year bond at a nega¬ 
tive yield. 

With more negative yields 
on the debtsof othercoun- 
tries, Greece offers better 
termsforthose determined 
to buy short-term debt. 

At the sta rt of its fina nc ia I 
crisis, in 2010, Greece was 
locked out of bond markets 
as investors feared they 
wouldn't get their money 
back. Bondholders were in 
fact laterforced to accept 
large losses on their invest¬ 
ments. 

From then until August 2018 
Greece survived on inter¬ 
national bailouts that were 
provided on the condition 


the country balanced its 
budget, cut spending, in¬ 
creased tax revenues and 
reformed the economy. 
Greece's borrowing costs 
have declined steadily this 
year but remain higher 
than those of other Euro¬ 
pean countries that went 
through recent financial 
rough patches, such as It¬ 
aly, Spain, Cyprus and Por¬ 
tugal. 

The improved economy 
and better budget execu¬ 
tion lower the perceived 
risk for investors interested 
in buying Greek debt, par¬ 
ticularly short-term. Never¬ 
theless, the country's credit 
rating is still well below in¬ 
vestment grade. 

Analyst Manos Chadzida- 
kis, the head of research at 
Beta Securities, said the de¬ 
cline in Greek yields would 
benefit domestic corpo¬ 
rate borrowing costs, which

It said a roughly 36-minute 
video posted online fea¬ 
tured the assailant, who 
spoke a combination of 
English and German, deny¬ 
ing the Holocaust before 
he shot a woman in the 
street after failing to enter 
the synagogue. He then 
entered a nearby kebab 
shop and killed another 
person before fleeing. 
Germany's top security of¬ 
ficial, Interior Minister Horst 
Seehofer, said authorities 
must assume that it was an 
anti-Semitic attack, and 
said prosecutors believe 
there may be a right-wing 
extremist motive. He said 
several people were hurt. 
The attack "strikesthe J ew- 
ish community, J ewish peo¬ 
ple not just in Germany but 
particularly in Germany, to 
the core,"said the country's 
main Jewish leader, Josef 
Schuster. "It was, I think, 
only lucky circumstances 
that prevented a bigger 
massacre." 

The filming of Wednesday's 
attack echoed another 
horrific shooting halfway 
around the world when a 
far-right white supremacist 
in March killed 51 people 
at two mosques in Christ¬ 
church, New ^aland and 
livestreamed much of the 
attack on Facebook. That 
massacre drew strong criti¬ 
cism of social media giants 
for not immediately finding 
and blocking such a violent 
video. 

Wednesday's assault fol¬ 
lowed attacks in the United 
Statesoverthe past yea ron 
synagogues in Pittsburgh 
and Poway, California. 

The head of Halle's J ewish 
community, Max Privorozki, 
told news magazine Der 
Spiegel that a surveillance 
camera atthe entrance of 
the synagogue showed a 
person trying to break into 


the building. 

'The assailant shot sev¬ 
ers I times at the door a nd 
also threw several Molotov 
cocktails, firecrackers or 
grenades to force his way 
in," he said. "But the door 
remained closed — God 
protected us. The whole 
thing lasted perhaps five to 
10 minutes" 

A video clip shown on re¬ 
gional public broadcaster 
MDR showed a man in a 
helmet and an olive-col¬ 
ored top getting out of a 
car and firing four shots 
from behind the vehicle 
from a long-barreled gun. 
Conrad Roessler said he 
was in the kebab shop 
when a man with a helmet 
and a military jacket threw 
something that looked like 
a grenade,whichbounced 
off the doorframe. He said 
the man then shot into the 
shop. 

"All the customers next to 
me ran, of course I did too. 

I think there were five or six 
of us in there," Roesslertold 
n-tv television. 'The man 
behind me probably died." 
"I hid in the toilet," he add¬ 
ed. 'The others looked for 
the back entrance. I didn't 
know if there was one. I 
locked myself quietly in 
this toilet, and wrote to my 
fa mily that I love them, a nd 
waited for something to 
happen."Police then came 
into the shop, he said. 
Schuster offered his con- 
dolencesto the relatives of 
'the two completely unin¬ 
volved people" who were 
killed and his sympathy to 
those were wounded.

The SITE Intelligence 
Group said the video on 
live stre a m ing site Tw itc h 
started with the assailant 
saying "my name is Anon 
and I think the Holocaust 
neverhappened."He men¬ 


tioned feminism and "mass 
immigration" and said that 
'the root of all these prob¬ 
lems is the J ew." 

The video, which apparent¬ 
ly was filmed with a head- 
mounted camera, showed 
the perpetrator driving up 
to the synagogue in a car 
packed with ammunition 
and what appeared to be 
home-made explosives 
He tried two doors and 
placed a device at the 
bottom of a gate, then 
fired at a woman trying 
to walk past his parked 
car. The assailant then 
fired rounds into the syna¬ 
gogue's door, which didn't 
open. He drove a short dis¬ 
tance to park opposite the 
kebab shop. He fired at 
what appeared to be an 
employee, while customers 
scrambled away. 

Twite h sa id it wa s "shoe ked 
and saddened" by the at¬ 
tack. "We worked with 
urgency to remove this 
content and will perma¬ 
nently suspend any ac¬ 
counts found to be posting 
or reposting content of this 
abhorrent act," it said in 
an emailed response to a 
query about Wednesday's 
events. It wasn't immedi¬ 
ately able to confirm who 
streamed the footage. 
Twitch, owned by e-com¬ 
merce giant Amazon, is 
best known as a site for 
watching others play vid¬ 
eo games, sometimes with 
commentary and tips for 
viewers. Wednesday's at¬ 
tack appeared to be the 
first real-world violence 
livestreamed on Twitch, 
said Hannah Bloch-Wehba, 
a law professor at Drexel 
University. She said it was 
hard to guess why Twitch 
was chosen, although she 
noted that recent attempts 
by Facebook and Twitterto 
crackdown on such mate¬ 
rial may be forcing attack¬ 


ers to lookfornew outlets 
Federal prosecutors, who in 
Germany handle cases in¬ 
volving suspected terrorism 
or national security, took 
over the investigation into 
the attack in Halle. 
Authorities said shortly after 
the shooting that a person 
had been arrested, but 
advised residents to stay 
indoors for several hoursas 
they worked to determine 
whether there were other 
assailants. They gave no 
information on the suspect 
but Der Spiegel and dpa, 
which cited unidentified se¬ 
curity sources, said the sus¬ 
pect is a 27-year-old Ger¬ 
man citizen from Saxony- 
Anhalt state, where Halle 
is located.

Synagogues are often pro¬ 
tected by police in Ger¬ 
many and have been for 
many yearsamid concerns 
over far-right and Islamic 
extremism, but Schuster 
said that there was no 
police presence outside 
the Halle synagogue on 
Wednesday. 

"I am convinced that if 
there had been police pro¬ 
tection there, in all prob¬ 
ability the assailant would 
not have been able to at- 
tacka second site,"he said. 


Security was stepped up at 
synagogues in other cities 
afterthe shooting in Halle. 
German officials rushed 
to condemn the attack.

AKCAKALE, Turkey (AP) 

— Turkey launched a mili¬ 
tary operation Wednesday 
against Kurdish fighters in 
northeastern Syria afterU.S. 
forces pulled back from 
the area, with a series of 
airstrikes hitting a town on 
Syria's northern border. 
Turkish President Re- 
cep Tayyip Erdogan an¬ 
nounced the start of the 
campaign, which followed 
an abrupt decision Sun¬ 
day by U.S. President Don¬ 
ald Trump that American 
troops would step aside to 
allow forthe operation. 
Trump's move represented 
a shift in U.S. policy that es¬ 
sentially abandoned the 
Syrian Kurdish fighters who 
have been America's only 
allieson the ground in Syria. 
They were longtime U.S. al¬ 
lies in the fight against the 
Islamic State group. 

After Turkey's offensive 
began, there was sign of 
panic in the streets of Ras 
al-Ayn— one of the towns 
under attack with residen¬ 
tial areas close to the bor¬ 
ders. Cars raced to safety, 
although it was not clear if 
they were leaving the town 
orheading away from bor- 
derareas Nearthe town of 
Qamishli, plumes of smoke 
were seen rising from an 
area close to the borderaf- 
teractivistsreported sounds 
of explosion nearby. 

The Kurdish forces have 
warned of a "humanitarian 
catastrophe" that could 
potentially unfold because 
of the Turkish military opera¬ 
tion. 

'Our mission is to prevent 
the creation of a terrorcor- 
ridor across our southern 
border, and to bring peace 
to the area," Erdogan said 
in a tweet. 

He added that Turkish 
Armed Forces, together 
with Turkish-backed Syrian 
fighters known as the Syrian 
National Army, had begun 
what they called 'Opera¬ 
tion Peace Spring" against 
Kurdish fighters to eradi¬ 
cate what Erdogan said 
was 'the threat of terror" 
a gainst Turkey. 

Minutes before Erdogan's 
announcement, Turkish jets 
began pounding suspect¬ 


ed positions of Syrian Kurd¬ 
ish forces in the town of Ras 
al Ayn, according to Turkish 
media and Syrian activists. 
The sound of explosions 
could be heard in Turkey. 

A photograph released to 
Turkish media showed Erdo¬ 
gan at his desk, reportedly 
giving orders forthe start of 
the operation. 

It was difficult to know what 
was hit in the first hours of 
the operation. 

Mustafa Bali, a spokes¬ 
man for the U.S.-backed 
Kurdish-led Syrian Demo¬ 
cratic Forces, said Turkish 
warplanes were targeting 
"civilian areas" in northern 
Syria, causing "a huge pan¬ 
ic" in the region. 

Before Turkey's attack, Syr¬ 
ian Kurdish forces that are 
allied with the United States 
issued a general mobiliza¬ 
tion call, warning of a "hu¬ 
manitarian catastrophe.". 
The Turkish operation meant 
to create a so-called "safe 
zone" carries potential 
gains and risk for Turkey by 
getting even more deeply 
involved in the Syria war. It 
also would ignite new fight¬ 
ing in Syria's 8-year-old war, 
potentially displacing hun¬ 
dreds of thousands. 

Turkey has long threatened 
to attack the Kurdish fight- 
erswhom Ankara considers 
terrorists allied with a Kurd¬ 
ish insurgency in Turkey.

Turkey has been massing 
troopsfordaysalong its bor¬ 
der with Syria and vowed it 
would go ahead with the 
military operation and not 
bow to the U.S. threat. 
Trump later cast his deci¬ 
sion to pull back U.S. troops 
from parts of northeast Syr¬ 
ia as fulfilling a campaign 
promise to withdraw from 
the "endless war" in the 
Middle East. Republican 
critics and others said he 
was sacrificing an ally, the 
Syrian Kurdish forces, and 
undermining Washington's 
credibility. 

Fahrettin Altun, the Turkish 
presidency's communica- 
tionsdirector, called on the 
international community in 
a Washington Post op-ed 
published Wednesday to 
rally behind Ankara, which 
he said would also take 
over the fight against the 
Islamic State group. 

Turkey aimed to "neutral¬ 
ize" Syrian Kurdish militants 
in northeastern Syria and 
to "liberate the local popu¬ 
lation from the yoke of the 
armed thugs," Altun wrote. 
Erdogan discussed plans 
for the incursion with Rus¬ 


sian President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin. Erdogan's office said 
the Turkish leader told his 
Russian counterpart by 
phone that the planned 
military action in the re¬ 
gion east of the Euphrates 
River "will contribute to the 
peace and stability" and 
also "pave the way for a 
political process" in Syria. 

In its call fora general mo¬ 
bilization, the local civilian 
Kurdish authority known as 
the Autonomous Admin¬ 
istration of North and East 
Syria, also asked the inter¬ 
national community to live 
up to its responsibilities as "a 
humanitarian catastrophe 
might befall ourpeople." 
The Kurdsalso said thatthey 
want the U.S.-led coalition 
to set up a no-fly zone in 
northeastern Syria to pro¬ 
tect the civilian population 
from Turkish airstrikes. 

The U.S.-backed Syrian 
Kurdish group urged Mos¬ 
cow to broker and guar¬ 
antee talks with the Syrian 
government in Damascus 
in light of Turkey's planned 
military operation. The Syr¬ 
ian Kurdish-led administra¬ 
tion said in a statement it 
is responding positively to 
calls from Moscow encour¬ 
aging the Kurds and the 
Syrian government to settle 
their difference through 
talks. 

Syria's Foreign Ministry con¬ 
demned Turkey's plans, 
calling it a "blatant viola¬ 
tion" of international law 


and vowing to repel an in¬ 
cursion. Although it blamed 
some Kurdish groups for 
what is happening, saying 
they were being used as 
a tool to help an alleged 
"American project," it said 
Syria is ready to welcome 
back its "stray sons if they 
return to their senses," refer¬ 
ring to the pro-U.S. Kurdish 
fig hters. 

Russian Foreign MinisterSer- 
gey Lavrov accused Wash¬ 
ington of playing 'Very dan¬ 
gerous games" with the Syr¬ 
ian Kurds, saying that the 
U.S. first propped up the 
Syrian Kurdish "quasi state" 
in northeastern Syria and 
is now withdrawing its sup¬ 
port. 

"Such reckless attitude to 
this highly sensitive subject 
can set fire to the entire re¬ 
gion, and we have to avoid 
it at any cost," he said dur¬ 
ing a visit to Kazakhstan. 
Russian news media said 
Moscow communicated 
that position to Washing¬ 
ton. 

Earlier Wednesday, IS mili- 
tantstargeted a post of the 
Kurdish-led Syrian Demo¬ 
cratic Forcesinthe northern 
Syrian city of Raqqa, which 
was once the de facto IS 
capital atthe height of the 
militants' power in the re¬ 
gion. 

The SDF, which is holding 
thousands of IS fighters in 
several detention facilities 
in northeastern Syria, has 
warned that a Turkish in¬ 
cursion might lead to the 
resurgence of the extrem¬ 
ists The U.S.-aHied Kurdish- 
led force captured the last 
IS area controlled by the 
militants in eastern Syria in 
March. 

In the IS attack, three sui¬ 
cide bombers struck Kurd¬ 
ish positions in Raqqa. There 
wasno immediate word on 
casualties. 

An activist collective 
known asRaqqa isbeing Si¬ 
lently Slaughtered reported 
an exchange of fire and an 
explosion. 

The Observatory said the 
attack involved two IS 
fighters who engaged in a 
shootout before blowing 
themselves up.

— Sri Lanka's president will 
stay neutral in the upcom¬ 
ing presidential election 
but his party will back a 
breakaway party candi¬ 
date, front-runner Gotaba¬ 
ya Raja pa ksa, officials said 
Wednesday. 

Sri Lanka Freedom Party 
General Secretary Daya- 
siri Jayasekara said Presi¬ 
dent Maithripala Sirisena 
has temporarily stepped 
aside from leading the par¬ 
ty to ensure his neutrality. 
He said the decision was 
made because questions 
could arise about the im¬ 
partiality of police, which 
Sirisena oversees. 

"fhe move is seen as an at¬ 
tempt by the ramshackle 
party to stay relevant after 
losing a majority of its loy¬ 
alists to the breakaway Sri 
Lanka People's Front, which 


Raja pa ksa is using to con¬ 
test the election. 

It is the first time that the Sri 
Lanka Freedom Party, the 
c o u ntry's se c o nd-la rg est fo r 
more than six decades, has 
not fielded a candidate in 
a major national election. 


Party Vice President Ma- 
hinda Samara sing he told 
reporters that the decision 
to support Rajapaksa, a 
former defense chief, was 
made with the backdrop 
of the volatile security situ¬ 
ation following Easter Sun¬ 


day bomb attacks that 
killed more than 260 peo¬ 
ple. 

"He is a proven administra¬ 
tor,"Samara sing he said. 
Rajapaksa, who served 
under his brother, former 
strongman President Ma- 


hinda Rajapaksa, is popu¬ 
lar among majority Sinha¬ 
lese for his part in ending a 
long civil war against eth¬ 
nic minority Tamil rebels a 
decade ago.

China'sXi to visit India this week, meet with Modi

NEW DELHI (AP) — Chinese 
President Xi J inping is com¬ 
ing to India to meet with 
Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi on Friday, just weeks 
afterChina supported Paki¬ 
stan in raising the issue of 
India's recent actions in dis¬ 
puted Kashmir at the U.N. 
General Assembly meeting 
in New York. 

India stripped Kashmir's 
semi-autonomous status 
in August, deploying thou- 
sandsoftroopsand cutting 
off internet connectivity 
to prevent protests. Thou¬ 
sands of people, including 
mainstream political lead¬ 
ers and young people, 
have also been detained. 
The Himalayan region of 
Kashmir is claimed by both 
Pakistan and India and split 
between them. 


At the U.N., China said In¬ 
dia should not act unilater¬ 
ally on Kashmir, a portion 
of which China also con¬ 
trols, and where there have 
been occasional border 
skirmishes between India 
and China. 

On Oct. 31, New Delhi will 
take direct control of La¬ 
dakh, the border region 
famous for its sparsely pop¬ 
ulated and stunning land¬ 
scapes, Buddhist monks in 
mountaintop monasteries 
and elusive snow leopards 
prowling rugged terrain. 
India's Ministry of External 
Affairs said Wednesday 
that Xi and Modi will meet 
in the southern coastal city 
of Chennai on Friday and 
Saturday to "exchange 
views on deepening" the 
two countries' develop¬ 
ment. 


They also will visit the near¬ 
by temple town of Mamal- 
lapuram. 

Xi and Modi last met one- 
on-one at a resort in Wu- 
ha n, C hina, in April 2018. 
Indian security forces have 
detained 10 Tibetan activ¬ 
ists, including noted novel¬ 
ist and poet Tenzin Tsun- 
due, near Chennai to stifle 
any protests during Xi's visit, 
the Press Trust of India news 
agency reported. 

Regional police in the 
southern state of Tamil 
Nadu also have asked 
more than a dozen Tibetan 
students to sign statements 
promising not to engage in 
activities that may "commit 
breach of peace ordisturb 
the public tranquility," ac¬ 
cording to a photo of the 
document provided by the 
Tibetan Students' Associa¬ 


tion of Madras. Two leaders 
of the student association 
were among those de¬ 
tained on Sunday.

lish lecturer at Hindustan 
College in suburban Chen¬ 
nai, was also arrested on 
Tuesday and remains in

LA PAZ Bolivia (AP) — He 

wasa llama shepherd from 
the Bolivian highlands who 
one day became the first 
indigenous president of a 
majority indigenous na¬ 
tion, a leftist union leaderof 
rowdy street protests who 
came to preside overmore 
than a decade of business¬ 
boosting economic growth 
in South America's poorest 
country. 

Now Evo Morales may be 
facing his toughest test as 
president. Voters once ex¬ 
cited by his fairy tale rise 
have grown wary of his re¬ 
luctance to leave power 
and uneasy at his policies. 
Morales coasted to victory 
in previous elections, be¬ 
coming the longest-serving 
leader of a nation long 
notorious for instability. But 
polls point to a close race 
in the Oct. 20 vote, where 
he will seek a fourth term. 
"After a long time, we're 
facing very tight elections," 
said Franklin Pareja,a politi¬ 
cal science professor in La 
Pa z. 

While opinion surveys show 
Morales leading, they also 
indicate he may not win 
outright in the first round, 
setting up a December 
runoff election in which he 
would be in danger of los¬ 
ing to a united opposition. 
Surrounded by nations reel¬ 
ing from economic crises, 
Bolivia under Morales re¬ 
mains a rare example of 
stability and growth. Ihe 
59-year-old president is 
credited with pragmatic 
economic stewardship that 
spread Bolivia's natural gas 
and mineral wealth among 
the masses. 


Since he took office in 2006, 
the economy has grown 
by an annual average of 
about 4.5% well above 
the regional average, and 
the International Monetary 
Fund predicts it will grow at 
4 percent this year. 
Following a boom in com¬ 
modities prices a decade 
ago, Morales paved roads, 
sent Bolivia's first satellite 
to space and curbed in¬ 
flation. Stadiums, markets, 
schools, state enterprises 
and even a village bearhis 
name. 

Known for his charisma and 
a folksy sense of humor, 
he remains highly popular 
among Bolivia's poo rest. 
"Morales has set the pres¬ 
ence of the state in every 
single comer," Pareja said. 
The president, he added, 
"revamped the self-con¬ 
fidence of Bolivians He 
marked a before and af¬ 
ter." 

But conservatives have al¬ 


ways distrusted the leader 
of the Movement Toward 
Socialism party and many 
Bolivians were upset at his 
attempt to seek another 
re-election despite a popu¬ 
lar referendum that upheld 
term limits. Hewasableto 
run only because of a Su¬ 
preme Court ruling that the 
limits violated his political 
rig hts. 

Some also complain of al¬ 
leged excesses, such as 
a $7 million museum that 
opened in 2017 in his home¬ 
town of Orinoca, a high¬ 
land village of poor farm¬ 
ers and llama shepherds 
where only a few streets 
are paved and many 
homes lack potable water 
and sewage systems. 

After first taking office, he 
reduced his salary and 
promised austerity. But 
shortly after, he bought a 
new airplane and built a 
26-story presidential pal¬ 
ace with a heliport. 


While Morales has avoid¬ 
ed the personal corrup¬ 
tion scandals that have 
tarred or toppled leaders 
in neighboring Brazil, Peru 
and Argentina, Human 
Rights Watch has accused 
his government of under¬ 
mining judicial indepen¬ 
dence by arbitrarily dismiss¬ 
ing nearly 100 judges since 
2017. The group said the 
judges were not given any 
reason for the dismissals 
by a Magistrates Council 
dominated by allies of Mo¬ 
rales 

Bolivia'stop electoral court 
accepted his candidacy 
fora fourth term despite a 
constitutional ban and the 
referendum against such 
re-election. 

Environmentalists and 
many young people were 
angered this year with his 
response to thousands of 
forest fires that many say 
were encouraged by his 
push to develop areaswith 


slash-and-bum agriculture. 
Some indigenous groups 
have been upset by de¬ 
velopment efforts on their 
la nd s. 

Even in his hometown, 
some are wary. 

"Before we saw him more 
concerned about the peo¬ 
ple. Now, notso much,"said 
a woman who has a mod¬ 
est neighborhood store in 
Orinoca. She would reveal 
only her first name, Maria, 
saying she feared what the 
govemmentcould do if she 
spoke out freely in Morales' 
hometown. 

"If he goesout (of office) or 
gets (re-elected), it's aII the 
same to me,"she said 
Morales, bom in 1959, 
herded llamas as an Ay- 
mara child on Bolivia's 
wind-swept highlands pla¬ 
teau and accompanied 
his father to Argentina as 
an impoverished migrant. 
His family grew coca, an 
important traditional tea 
that isalso the raw material 
for cocaine, and he rose 
to prominence asa leader 
of a coca growers' union 
fighting U.S. efforts to ban 
the plant. 

In his spa re time, he isalso 
an avid soccer fan who 
has often played with jour¬ 
nalists, union leaders, diplo¬ 
mats and even other presi¬ 
dents. Moraleshasordered 
the construction of playing 
fields nationwide and col¬ 
lects jerseys from profes¬ 
sional players, including 
Argentine starLionel Messi. 
Morales has also attempt¬ 
ed to promote indigenous 
cultures that were long 
looked down upon, and 
hasoften celebrated rever¬ 
ence for the Pacha mama, 
or Mother EarthO

The NBA called off sched¬ 
uled media sessions 
Wednesday for the Brook¬ 
lyn Nets and Los Angeles 
Lakers in Shanghai, and 
it remains unclear if the 
tea ms will play in China this 
weekasscheduled. 

The teams were practic¬ 
ing in Shanghai, where at 
least two other NBA events 
in advance of the start of 
the China games were 
canceled as part of the 
ongoing rift that started 
afterHouston Rocketsgen- 
eral manager Daryl Morey 
posted a tweet last week 
that showed support for 
anti-government protest¬ 
ers in Hong Kong. 

"Given the fluidity of the 
situation, today's media 
availability has been post¬ 
poned," the league said. 
By nightfall Wednesday in 
China, which is 12 hours 
ahead of Eastern time in 
the U.S., the availabilities 
had not been rescheduled 
— though having them on 
Thursday remains possible. 
An NBA Cares event in 
Shanghai that was to ben¬ 
efit Special Olympics was 
called off, as was a "fan 
night" celebration that 
was to be highlighted by 
the league announcing 
plans to refurbish some 
outdoor courts in that city. 
And workers in multiple 
spots around Shanghai 
were tearing down large 
outdoor promotional ad¬ 
vertise me nts fo r Th u rsd a y's 
Lakers-Netsgame. 

The teams are also sup¬ 
posed to play Saturday in 
Shenzhen.

NBA Commissioner Adam 
Silver met with players from 
both the Nets and Lakers 
on Wednesday in Shang¬ 
hai, telling them that the 
league's intention remains 
to play the games as 
scheduled. 

Chinese smartphone mak¬ 
er Vivo has joined the list 
of companies that have 
suspended — for now, at 
least — ties with the NBA, 
and that only adds to the 
uncertainty over whether 
the China games will be 
played. Vivo was a pre¬ 
senting sponsor of the Lak- 
ens-Nets games, and on 
Wednesday there was no 
reference to the game in 
Shanghai on the list of up¬ 
coming events scheduled 
at Mercedes-Benz Arena. 
Other firms such as ap¬ 
parel company Li-Ning an¬ 
nounced simila r moves ear- 
lierthis week, asthe rift was 
just beginning. 

Silver said Tuesday in To¬ 
kyo that he supports Mo¬ 
rey's right to free speech. 
Several Chinese compa¬ 
nies have suspended their 
partnership with the NBA in 
recent days, and Chinese 
state broadcaster CC1V 
said it will not broadcast 
the Lakers-Netsgames 
"I'm sympathetic to our 
interests here and to our 
partners who are upset," 
Silver said. "I don't think it's 
inconsistent on one hand 
to be sympathetic to them 


a nd a t the sa me time sta nd 
by ourprinciples." 

All around China, stores 
that sell NBA merchandise 
were removing Rockets-re- 
lated apparel from shelves 
and many murals featuring 
the Rockets — even ones 
with Yao Ming, the Chi¬ 
nese great who played for 
Houston during his NBA ca¬ 
reer— were being painted 
over. 

Effects were even felt in at 
least one NBA arena Tues¬ 
day night. 

In Philadelphia, where the 
76ers were playing a Chi¬ 
nese team — the Guang¬ 


zhou Loong Lions — two 
fa ns were removed by are¬ 
na securityforholding signs 
and chanting in support 
of Hong Kong. "The signs 
read "Free Hong Kong "and 
"Free HK." The sentiment 
was not different from Mo¬ 
rey's since-deleted tweet 
last week of an image that 
read, "Fight For Freedom. 
Stand With Hong Kong." 

The 76er5 and Wells Fargo 
Center, the team's home 
arena, released statements 
Wednesday confirming 
that the fan removal took 
place and explaining why. 
"During the second quarter 


of last night's 76ers game, 
Wells Fargo Center secu¬ 
rity responded to a situ¬ 
ation that was disrupting 
the live event experience 
for our guests," the arena's 
statement said. "Afterthree 
separate warnings, the two 
individuals were escorted 
out of the arena without 
incident. The security team 
employed respectful and 
standard operating proce¬ 
dures." 

Meanwhile, Silver's senti¬ 
ments were also a talk¬ 
ing point in Miami, where 
San Antonio coach Gregg 
Popovich spoke out in sup¬ 


port of how the commis¬ 
sioner is handling the situa¬ 
tion. 

"And it wasn't easy for him 
to say," Popovich said. "He 
said that in an environment 
fraught with possible eco¬ 
nomic peril. But he sided 
with the principles that we 
all hold dearly, ormostof us 
did until the last three years. 
So I'm thrilled with what he 
said." Other NBA coaches 
have not been so willing to 
discuss the situation. Phila¬ 
delphia's Brett Brown said 
he did not wish to get into 
specifics of the China-NBA 
rift, though he said he has 
been to that country many 
times and is always blown 
away by how popular the 
game is there.

VIENNA (AP) — When Eliud 
Kipchoge's family finally 
gets to see him at a mara¬ 
thon, it will likely be the fast¬ 
est one the Olympic cham¬ 
pion haseverrun. 

Ihe 34-year-old Kenyan's 
attempt to run a sub two- 
hour marathon has been 
set for Saturday in Prater 
park, a landmark part of 
the Vienna City Marathon. 
Event organizers decided 
Wednesday to stick to the 
first planned race date, al¬ 
though they initially used a 
nine-day window to allow 
rescheduling for any un¬ 
favorable weather condi¬ 
tions. 

But the optimum criteria for 
the INEOS 1:59 Challenge 
seem to be met on Sat¬ 
urday, with early morning 
temperatures expected 
between 5 and 9 degrees 
Celsius (41-48 Fahrenheit), 
humidity below 80% dry 
conditions and not too 
much wind. 

'We have looked at the 
weather patterns for Vi¬ 
enna coming through and 
the current conditions are 
looking to be optimal for 
temperature, humidity, 
wind and precipitation for 
this Saturday morning,"said 
Robby Ketchell, who leads 
the weatheranalysisforthe 
team. 

Vienna's typical weather 
conditions this time of the 
year saw it preferred over 
London, where the chemi- 


calscompany backing the 
attempt is headquartered. 
The world-record holder's 
attempt to become the 
first person to complete the 
42.2 kilometers (26.2 miles) 
in less than two hours will 
be witnessed by his fam¬ 
ily — wife Grace and three 
children. 

"It will be the first time 
they've ever watched me 
race, but I desperately 
wa nt them to be in Vienna 
to see history being made," 
Kipchoge was quoted as 
saying on the event's web¬ 
site. 

Kipchoge will start his run 
between 5a.m.and 9a.m., 
with the exact time only to 
be decided on Friday af¬ 
ternoon, based on the lat¬ 
est forecasts His team will 
also take into account his 
body's circadian rhythm. 
Kipchoge arrived in the 
Austrian capita I from his Ke¬ 
nya n tra ining c a mp in Ka p- 
tagat on Tuesday morning, 
saying he was looking for¬ 
ward to "showing the world 
that no human is limited." 
This is Kipchoge's second 
attempt at breaking the 
two-hourba trier, aftercom¬ 
ing up 25secondsshortina 
similar event, Breaking2, at 
Italy's Formula One track in 
Monza in May 2017.

Russia beats China to win men's 
team world gymnastics gold

(AP) — Nikita Nagomyy 
shrugged off nearly 30 
years' worth of pressure to 
give Russia its first men's 
team gymnasticsworld title 
since the Soviet era. 

A yea rafter losing to China 
by lesstha n five-hund redths 
of a point, Russia took ad¬ 
vantage of a crucial fall by 
a Chinese gymnast to turn 
the tables. 

Ivan Stretovich and Artur 
Dalaloyan built a solid lead 
forRussia with theirhigh bar 
routines, leaving Nagomyy 
to seal the win when he 
stuck his dismount. 

"I enjoyed the moment be¬ 
cause these sensationsand 
impressions that you feel 
before going out there, the 
responsibility, that's some¬ 
thing you can never find 
in life," said Nagomyy, a 
team silver medalist behind 
China atthe 2016Olympics 
and 2018 world champion¬ 
ships. 'Only sports can give 
you emotions like that." 
China seemed incomplete 
control when 7ou J ingyuan 
set byfarthe best score on 
the parallel bars to send 
his team into the high bar 
— the last rotation for both 
China and Russia — with a 
solid 1.394-point lead. How¬ 
ever, that all changed with 


China's very next routine. 
Sun Wei fell on a release, 
and suddenly the competi- 
tio n wa s Russia's fo rthe ta k- 
ing. 

Russia finished with a to¬ 
tal score of 261.726. That 
was 0.997 ahead of China, 
which had won the men's 
team eventatseven ofthe 
last eight world champion¬ 
ships 

It was the first time Rus¬ 
sia had won this title since 
the Soviet Union's victory in 
1991, although it won the 
Olympic gold medal in the 
same event in 1996. Anoth¬ 
er ex-Soviet nation, Belarus, 
took the world title in 2001, 
the last European nation to 
do so.Dalaloyan said he'd 
been tormented by the 
narrow defeat to China in 
2018. 

"Fora whole yearl couldn't 
sleep soundly because I 
didn't have that medal. A 
year ago we let it go with 
our errors when we were 
competing with the Chi¬ 
nese," Da la loya n sa id. 

Amid Russia's celebrations, 
Dalaloyan walked over 
to the Chinese team and 
embraced each athlete 
including Sun, who was 
weeping and covered his 
face with a jacket. 

"I did that out of respect 
for the Chinese team be¬ 
cause I saw some people 


had tears in their eyes and 
started to remember my¬ 
self a year ago," he said. "I 
saw the frustration on the 
guys' faces and decided 
to support them because 
we're all friends, all people. 

I know what it's like to be 
second, so out of humanity 
I went over to support the 
guys" 

China's Tbu said his team 
would work through its dis¬ 
ap p o intme nt to g ethe r. 

"We have the stability and 
also the ability to win the 
gold. Of course we're not 
feeling good to get silver 
but we will work harder 
next time," he said through 
a translator. "It's not just one 
person's responsibility. Ev¬ 
eryone has the responsibil¬ 
ity, so I don't like blaming 
any teammate." 

Japan took the bronze, 
continuing its run of reach¬ 
ing the men's team podium 
at every world champion¬ 
ships since 2003. It was the 
first year since 1991 that the 
same three teams made 
the podium two years run¬ 
ning. 

The U.S. finished fourth on 
254.578 as two-time world 
bronze medalist Sam Mi- 
kulak bounced back from 
a poor showing in qualify¬

echoing an undercurrent 
of sexism that has long 
been an issue in gaming 
culture. It has policies in 
place against hateful con¬ 
duct and harassment and 
asks users and streamers to 
report inappropriate con¬ 
duct. 

The attack in Germany 
echoed a March assault 


in Christchurch, New Tea- 
land. Then, the perpetrator 
live-streamed hisattackon 
Facebook. The social net¬ 
work subsequently said it 
was working on restricting 
some users with previous 
rules violations from using 
Facebook Live. It also con¬ 
tinues to work on artificial 
intelligence technology 
thatcan detectviolent vid¬ 
eos to prevent them from 
being re-shared. It's hard to 
guess why Twitch was cho¬ 
sen this time, said Hannah 
Bloch-Wehba, a law pro¬ 
fessor at Drexel University. 
She noted it is possible that 
Twitter and Facebook's at¬ 
tempt to crack down on 
such material may be dis¬ 
couraging people from 
trying to stream violence 
there. Internet companies 
have pledged after each 
attack to work on prevent¬ 
ing such livestreams from 
happening again, includ¬ 
ing by advancing artificial 
intelligence to catch such 
videos. Bloch-Wehba is 
skeptical that those efforts 
alone will entirely halt the 
problemO

"Is Apple guiding Hong 
Kong thugs?" the newspa- 
persaid. 

Beijing haspressed compa¬ 
nies including Hong Kong's 
Cathay Pacific Airways to 
take the government's side 
against the protests, which 
are in theirfourth month. 
Apple didn't immediately 
respond to a request for 
comment. 

HKmap.live allows users 
to report police locations, 


use of tear gas and other 
details that are added to 
a regularly updated map. 
Another version is available 
for smartphones that use 
the Android operating sys¬ 
tem. 

Asked whetherthe Chinese 
government had asked 
Apple to remove HKmap. 
live from its online store, a 
foreign ministry spokesman 
said he had no information 
about that. 


'What I can tell you is that 
these radical, violent crimes 
in Hong Kong have seri¬ 
ously challenged the legal 
system and social order in 
Hong Kong, threatened the 
safety of Hong Kong resi¬ 
dents' lives and property, 
and undermined the pros¬ 
perity and stability of Hong 
Kong,"said the spokesman, 
Geng Shuang. 

"Anyone who has a con¬ 
science and justice should 


resist and oppose instead 
ofsupporting and indulging 
those actions," Geng said 
at a regular news briefing. 
The demonstrations began 
over a proposed extradi¬ 
tion law and expanded to 
include other grievances 
and demands for greater 
democracy. 

Criticism of Apple followed 
government attacks start¬ 
ing last weekend on the 
National Basketball Asso¬ 
ciation over a comment 
by the general managerof 
the Houston Rockets in sup¬ 
port of the protesters. Chi¬ 
na's state TV has canceled 
broadcastsof NBA games. 
"Apple jumped into this on 
its own and mixed together 
business with politics and 
commercial activity with 
illegal activities," People's 
Da ily sa id. 

The newspaper warned 
Apple might be damaging 
its reputation with Chinese 
consumers. 

Brands targeted in the past 
by Beijing have been sub¬ 
jected to campaigns by 


the entirely state-controlled 
press to drive away con¬ 
sumers or disruptive inves¬ 
tigations by tax and other 
regulators. 

China has long been criti¬ 
cal to Apple's business. 

The mainland is Apple's 
second-biggest market af¬ 
ter the United States but 
CEO Tim Cook has said 
since 2013 it will eventually 
become No. 1. Salesin Chi¬ 
na declined 4%in the quar¬ 
terending in J une, but that 
was an improvement over 
the 25% contraction in the 
first ha If of its fisc a I yea r. 
'This recklessness will cause 
much trouble for Apple," 
People's Daily said. "Apple 
needsto think deeply." 
Apple also is an important 
asset to China. 

Most of its iPhones and tab¬ 
let computers are assem¬ 
bled in Chinese factories 
that employ hundreds of 
thousands of people. Chi¬ 
nese vendors supply com¬ 
ponents for Mac Pro com¬

They are 
often assessed per trans¬ 
action, so customers could 
face multiple fees in a day. 
The study also found that 
the average credit union 
overdraft fee is nearly $10 
lessthanthatoflange banks 
Other institutions, including 
some online banks, don't 
offer overdraft programs, 
and so debitcard transac¬ 
tions that would overdraw 
an account are declined. 
That means the customer 
wouldn't be charged an 
overdraft fee at a II. 

In our analysis, we calcu¬ 
lated the average fee at 
institutions that charge for 
overdraft protection and 
outlined ways customers 
can reduce oravoid these 
costs.

Approval foreach transac¬ 
tion happens at the bank's 
discretion. If cleared, the 
bank generally charges an 
overdraft fee.

At the beginning of the 
month, Jackie authorizes 
payment for her electric 
bill, due on the 15th.

The 
electric bill is processed as 
scheduled, but it sendsthe 
account into negative ter¬ 
ritory. Later that day, with- 
outchecking heraccount's 
balancej ackie buys lunch 
using her debit card, and 
uses the card once more 
to pick up detergent later 
that evening.

And things may still get 
worse forj ackie. More than 
half of the banks surveyed 


charge extended over¬ 
draft fees — also called 
"continuous" or "sustained" 
fees — for accounts not 
brought up to a posi¬ 
tive balance within a few 
days. Extended overdraft 
fees can range from $6 to 
$38.50, with some recurring 
on a daily basis, depending 
on how long the account 
stays negative. 

If an account is not brought 
up to a positive balance, 
the bankcould close itand 
report the account to a 
consumer reporting agen¬ 
cy, such as ChexSystems.

If you are charged an over¬ 
draft fee, it's worth asking 
yourbankorc red it union for 
a fee waiver.

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Israeli aichaeologisls claim 
to discoverancientcity 


By AMI BENTOV 
HAR1SH, Israel (AP) — Is¬ 
rael's Antiquities Author¬ 
ity on Sunday said that re¬ 
searchers have discovered 
the remains of a large, 
5,000-year-old city that 
sheds new light on experts' 
understanding of the pe¬ 
riod. 

Calling it a "cosmopolitan 
and planned city," the au¬ 
thority said the early Bronze 
Age settlement covered 65 
hectares (160 acres) and 
was home to about 6,000 
people. 

"In this city, we have a 
planned settlement with 
a whole net of streets and 
alleys and squares, and 
drainage installations, stor¬ 
age installation," said Yit¬ 
zhak Paz, a director of ex¬ 
cavation on behalf of the 
authority. 

Ihe city was discovered 
during preparations for a 
highway interchange proj¬ 
ect near Harish, a town 


some 50 kilometers (30 
miles) north of Tel Aviv. 
Researchers said the dis¬ 
covery "dramatically 
changes" their understand¬ 
ing of the period — a time 
in which a rural, agrarian 
society was beginning to 
establish urban sites They 
said that residents made 
their living from agriculture 
and traded with other re¬ 
gions and kingdoms. 
Among the discoveries was 
an unusual ritual temple, 
burnt animal bones — evi¬ 
dence of sacrificial offer¬ 
ings— and a figurine of a 
human head. There also 
were millions of pottery 
fragments, flint tools and 
stone vessels. 

'The remains of residential 
buildings, diverse facilities 
and the public buildings 
are an indication of the or¬ 
ganized society and the so¬ 
cial hierarchy that existed 
at the time," the research¬ 
ers said .□

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 

— Dr. Anna Nguyen spoke 
with none of the five pa¬ 
tients she treated on a re¬ 
cent weekday morning. 
She didn't even leave her 
dining room. 

The emergency physi¬ 
cian nevertheless helped 
a pregnant Ohio woman 
handle hip pain, exam¬ 
ined a Michigan man's 
sore throat and texted a 
mom whose son became 
sick during a family trip to 
Mexico. 

Welcome to the latest wrin¬ 
kle in health care conve¬ 
nience: the chat diagnosis. 
Nguyen's company, Cir- 
rusMD, can connect pa¬ 
tients with a doctor in less 
than a minute. But such 
fast service comes with a 
catch: "The patient prob¬ 
ably won't see or talk to 
the doctor, because most 
communication takes 
place via secure messag¬ 
ing. 

'We live in a consumer-driv¬ 
en world, and I think that 
consumers are becoming 
accustomed to being able 
to access all types of ser¬ 
vice with their thumbs," Cir- 
rusMD co-founder Dr. Blake 
McKinney said. 

CirrusMD and rivals like 
98point6 and K Health of¬ 
fer message-based treat¬ 
ment for injuries or minor ill¬ 
nesses normally handled by 
a doctor's office or clinic. 
They say they're even more 
convenient than the video 
telemedicine that many 
employersand insurers now 
offer, because patientsac- 
customed to Uber-like con¬ 
venience can text with a 
doctorwhile riding a busor 
waiting in a grocery store 
line. 

Millions of Americans have 
access to these services. 
The companies are grow¬ 
ing thanks to a push to im¬ 
prove care access, keep 
patients healthy and limit 


expensive emergency 
room visits WaImart's Sam's 
Club, for instance, recently 
announced that it would 
offer 98point6 visits as part 
of a customer care pro¬ 
gram it is testing. 

But some doctors worry 
about the quality of care 
provided by physicians who 
won't see their patients and 
might have a limited medi¬ 
cal history to read before 
deciding treatment. 

"If the business opportu¬ 
nity is huge, there's a risk 
that that caution is pushed 
aside," said Dr. Thomas 
Bledsoe, a member of the 
American College of Physi- 
c ia ns. 

Message-based care pro¬ 
viders say they take steps 
to ensure safety and rec¬ 
ommend in-person doc¬ 
tor visits when necessary. 
Nguyen, for instance, 
once urged an 85-year-old 
woman who contacted 
CirrusMD about crushing 
chest pain to head to an 
emergency room. 

These companies note that 
a thorough medical history 


isnotcrucialforeverycase. 
They also say doctors don't 
always need vital signs like 
temperature and blood 
pressure, but they can 
coach patients through 
taking them if necessary. 
Doctors also can opt for a 
video or phone conversa¬ 
tion when needed. 

Even so, the companies 
estimate they can resolve 
more than 80 percent of 
their cases through mes¬ 
saging. 

About 3 million people na¬ 
tionwide have access to 
CirrusMD doctors, mostly 
through their insurance. 
The insureroremployerpro- 
viding the coverage pays 
forthe service, allowing pa¬ 
tients to chat with doctors 
at no charge. 

At first glance, a visitor 
to Nguyen's Sacramento 
home wouldn't be able to 
tell if she wasthe doctoror 
the patient during her re¬ 
cent shift. She satatherdin- 
ing room table and tapped 
her iPhone to bounce be¬ 
tween patients. 

The doctor's phone started 
dinging shortly after her 
five-hour shift began. 

She gave physical thera¬ 
py recommendations to 
the pregnant woman and 
helped a Colorado man 
who hurt his back moving 
boxes at work. A Michigan 
man checked in about his 
sore throat as that conver¬ 
sation wound down. 

Then the mom messaged 


from Mexico. Her 6-year- 
old started vomiting and 
developed a fever and di¬ 
arrhea afterhisbrotherand 
father became sick during 
a vacation. Nguyen want¬ 
ed to know how the boy 
was acting, so she asked 
several questions and re¬ 
quested a picture. 

The emergency physician 
could tell by his skin color 
that he wasn't dehydrated. 
'The picture itself looks reas¬ 
suring," she said. "If he had 
encephalitis, he'd be really 
confused and out of it." 

The doctorsaid she thought 
the boyjust had a stomach 
bug, and she told his moth¬ 
er to make sure he kept 
drinking fluids. 

Nguyen said she enjoys this 
type of care because the 
format gives her more time 
with patients. 

"I think patients will like it 
a lot because most really 
hate going to their doc¬ 
tor," she said referring to 
the hassle of setting an ap¬ 
pointment, getting to the 
office and then waiting for 
the visit. 

Some patients simply don't 
ha ve time fo r a II tha t. 

Ohio Wesleyan University 
student Jasmine Spitzer 
contacted a 98point6doc¬ 
tor in a panic earlier this 
year because her throat 
was sore, and the music 
education major had an 
opera recital coming up. 
She texted for help as she 
walked to class. 


The doctor couldn't pre¬ 
scribe anything. But she 
sent pictures of common 
medications Spitzer could 
buy, including cough drops 
with lower levels of men¬ 
thol, which dries out vocal 
chords. 

"I wish thatthere isa wayfor 
me to ... tell her, Thank you 
so much, you kind of saved 
my life,"' Spitzer said. "I was 
able to give my recital and 
it was great." 

98point6 customers first de¬ 
scribe their symptoms to a 
chatbot that uses a com¬ 
puter program to figure 
out what to ask. That infor¬ 
mation is then passed to a 
doctor for diagnosis and 
treatment. 

'There are many, many 
cases where the physician 
does not have to ask a 
single additional question," 
CEO Robbie Cape said. 

The company launched its 
service inj anuary 2018 with 
600 customers and expects 
to have about 1 million 
people signed up by the 
end of this year. 

K Health also started in 
2018 with a business that 
offers personalized health 
information to patientswho 
might otherwise Google 
their symptoms Those pa¬ 
tients then have an option 
to chat with a doctor. 

These companies say their 
doctors often answer an 
array of quick questions as 
well provide care. Nguyen 
had a Louisiana woman 
send her a picture of her 
thumb, which she punc¬ 
tured cleaning out a chick¬ 
en coop, just to see if the 
doctor thought it might 
need attention. 

Patients and doctors have 
long emailed outside of 
office visits, usually about 
prescription refills or follow¬ 
up questions. These newer, 
message-based treat¬ 
ments often involve care 
by a physician who doesn't 
know the patient and who 
may have a limited view of 
that person's medical his¬ 
tory. 

That concerns Bledsoe, the 
American College of Phy¬ 
sicians doctor. He noted, 
for instance, that a patient 
who wants a quick pre¬ 
scription for another blad¬ 
der infection may actually 
need a cancertest.Q

LOS ANG ELES (AP) — When 
she began writing her new 
memoir, Liz Phair found she 
wanted to tell inside-the- 
mind stories, not behind- 
the-scenesstories. 

"I'm more interested in the 
life of a human being than I 
am about a path to career 
success," said the 52-year- 
old singer-noc ker-song writ¬ 
er whose book, "Horror 
Stories," was released Tues¬ 
day. "I've never been the 
kind of person that read 
those types of memoirs, so 
for me, I like the internal 
world, the life of the mind. 
So that's the kind of mem- 
oirthat I chose to write, just 
naturally." 

For more than a quarter- 
century since herlandmark 
first album "Exile in Guyville" 
made her a feminist favor¬ 
ite, Phair has swerved be¬ 
tween cult statusand larger 
stardom, between deep¬ 
dive indie albums and pop 
near-hits, making choices 
that thrilled some fa ns and 
confounded others. 

But "Horror Stories," which 
stretches from childhood to 
her 50s, gives virtually none 
of the play-by-play behind 
all that, dwelling instead 
on moments that may 
seem insignificant but have 
proved difficult to forget, as 
big as giving birth to those 
as small as moving on with 


hernight instead of helping 
a drunken girl in a public 
bathroom who looked like 
she needed it. 

"I had to kind of really go 
into the recollections that 
had stuck with me that 
were really unresolved in 
a way, kind of still haunting 
me," Phair told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

Like memory itself, the es¬ 
says in "HorrorStories" jump 
in time and shift from hazi¬ 
ness into clarity, often leav¬ 
ing out the year or other 


grounding details. 

"To me,the interesting parts 
a bout life a re the thingsyou 
can'tlookup," Phairsaid. "I 
want to know how you felt. 

I want to know what you 
were going through. That's 
the part that I can't get by 
Googling." 

She said that while the writ¬ 
ing process was so lonely 
compared to music that 
at times she "went cuck¬ 
oo," she also took comfort 
in how much putting her 
thoughts to paper resem¬ 


bled putting her thoughts 
to music. 

"I treated these as if they 
were songs," she said. "I 
made a collection of short 
stories as if it were a long- 
form album." 

She'sfarfromfinished mak¬ 
ing actual albums too. A 
new record that she quietly 
made with the team be¬ 
hind "Exile in Guyville" was 
announced Tuesday. The 
first single, "Good Side ," 
will be released Friday. 
Phair said her publishers 


were hands-off in allowing 
her to take her novel ap¬ 
proach to the book, but 
urged herto talkaboutthe 
#MeToo movement. 

The resulting essay, by far 
the timeliest chapter in 
the book, opens with her 
reluctance to address the 
subject, describing her re¬ 
action to reading women's 
stories of Ryan Adams' sex¬ 
ual misconduct, which he 
hasdenied. 

Phair, who doesnotuse Ad¬ 
ams' name in the book but 
hasacknowledged in inter¬ 
views she's talking about 
him, worked on an aborted 
album with the rocker. She 
writes that he "hit on" her, 
but did not treat her as 
poorly asotherwomen say 
he did, norbehave asbad- 
ly asmany othermen have 
toward her. 

In the essay, Phaihs hesi- 
tance gives way to a flood 
of memories of sexual mis¬ 
treatment of the times men 
had stalked herthrough air¬ 
ports or forced themselves 
on herin business meetings 
"It was an overwhelming 
experience to go backand 
try to list all the traumatic 
things that had happened 
to me whether it's sexual 
harassment in the work¬ 
place, or just predatory 
men when I was younger," 
Phairsaid. □

Elbow, 'Giants of All Siz¬

With all the talk about 
bleakness and the experi¬ 
ences of anger and loss 
affecting 'Giants of All Siz¬ 
es," you'd imagine Elbow's 
eighth studio album arriving 
with an "Abandon hope, all 
ye who enterhere"warning 
sticker. 

But while there's plenty of 
heaviness and weariness, 
the Manchester band's 
empathy and flair for the 
hymn-like help alleviate the 
oppression. 

Richly textured arrange¬ 
ments—the band returned 
to playing live in the studio 
— and brilliant composi¬ 
tions, along with the re¬ 
sourceful use of singer/lyri¬ 
cist Guy Garvey's layered 


vocals, not to mention his 
endearing pronunciation 
and a redeeming finale, 
also lift some of the emo¬ 
tional load off the listener. 
The ingredients of extend¬ 
ed opener "Dexter & Sinis¬ 
ter" divide roughly into 60% 
ominous — mechanical 
grooves and neither faith, 
hope nor charity — and 
40%dexterous, with a prog- 
rockcoda,the album'sbest 
g u ita r riffs a nd o utsta nd ing 
vocalsfromJesca Hoop. 
The target of 'Seven Veils" 
played the game too long,

Bong Joon-ho's film "Para¬ 
site" starts in a dingy, half¬ 
basement apartment with 
a family of four barely able 
to scratch out a life. There 
must be no place to go 
but up, right? Yes and no. 
There's nothing predictable 
when the South Korean di- 
rectorison hisgame. 

This dark, socially conscious 
film about the intertwining 
of two families is an intri¬ 
cately plotted, adult thriller. 
We can go up, for sure, 
but Bong can also take us 
deeper down. There's al¬ 
ways an extra floor some¬ 
where in this masterpiece. 

It tells the story of the im¬ 
poverished four-person Kim 
family who, one by one, 
and with careful and de¬ 
vious planning, all get em¬ 
ployed by the four-person 
affluent Park family — as 
a tutor, an art teacher, a 
driver and a housekeeper. 
They a re imposters stunned 
by the way wealth can 
make thingseasien "Money 
is an iron. It smooths out all 
the creases," says the Park 
patriarch with wonder. 
Bong, who directed and 
wrote the story for "Para¬ 
site," has picked his title 
carefully, of course. Natu¬ 
rally, he's alluding to the 
sycophantic relationship 
by a clan of scammers to 
the clueless rich who have 
unwittingly opened the 
doors of their home on a 
hill. But it's not that simple. 
The rich family seem inca¬ 
pable of doing anything — 
from dishes to sex — with¬ 
out help. Who's scamming 


who? 

Bong's previous films play 
with film genres and never 
hide their social commen¬ 
tary — think of the environ¬ 
mentalist pig-caper "Okja" 
and the dystopian sci-fi 
global warming scream 
"Snow piercer." But this time, 
Bong's canvas is a thou¬ 
sand times smaller and his 
focus light-years more in¬ 
tense. There are no CGI 
train chases on mountains 
or car chases through cit¬ 
ies. (There is also, thankful¬ 
ly, 100% less Tilda Swinton, 
a frequent, over-the-top 
Bong collaborator.) 

The two Korean families 
first make contact when a 
friend of the Kim's son asks 
him to take over English les¬ 
sons forthe Park daughter. 
Soon the son (a dreamy 
Choi Woo-sik) convinces 
them to hire his sister (the 
excellent Park So-dam) as 
an art teacher, but doesn't 
reveal it's his sis. She forges 
her diploma and spews 
arty nonsense she learned 
on the internet, impressing 
the polite but firm Park ma¬ 
triarch (a superb Jo Yeo- 
jeong.) 

The Park's regular chauffer 
is soon letgo and replaced 
by the Kim patriarch (a 
steely Lee Sun-kyun). Dit¬ 
to the housemaid, who is 
dumped in favor of the 
Kims' mother (a feisty Jang 
Hye-jin.) All eight people 
seem happy with the new 
arrangement until Bong 
reveals a twist: There are 
more parasites than you 
imagined. The clean, im¬ 
peccably furnished Park 
home will have some blood 


splashing about. 

Bong's trademark slapstick 
is still here but the rough 
edges of his often too-loud 
lessons are shaved down 
nicely and his actors step 
forward. "Keep it focused," 
the Kim's son counsels his 
father at one point. Bong 
hasfollowed that advice. 
There are typically dazzling 
Bong touches throughout. 
J ust look for all the insect 
references — stink bugs 
at the beginning to flies 
at the end, and a preoc¬ 
cupation with odor across 
the frames And there's 
a scene in which the rich 
matriarch skillfully winds 
noodles in a bowl while, in 
another room, duct tape is 
being wrapped around a 
victim and classical music 
plays 

Bong could have been 
more strident in his social 
critique but hasn't. There 
are no villains in "Parasite" 
— and also no heroes. Both 
families are forever broken 
afterchafing against each 
other, a bleak message 
about the classes ever re¬ 
ally co-existing (Take that, 
"Downton Abbey"). 
"Parasite" is a worthy win¬ 
ner of the Palme d'Or at 
the Cannes Film Festival, 
the first South Korean mov¬ 
ie to win the prestigious 
top prize. The director has 
called it an "unstoppably 
fierce tragicomedy." We 
just call it brilliant. 

"Parasite," a Neon release, 
is rated R for "language, 
some violence and sexual 
content." Running time: 136 
minutes. Four stars out of 
four.Q

NEWYORK(AP) — Long be¬ 
fore he was a music icon 
in skintight jeans, leather 
jacket and designer stub¬ 
ble, George Michael was 
something else — awk¬ 
ward, chubby and inse¬ 
cure. He even went by the 
very unhip nickname Yog. 

A loving portraitofa young, 
striving Michael is offered in 
a new book by his closest 
friend and former band- 
mate, Andrew Ridgeley. His 
'Wham! George Michael 
& Me" is part memoir and 
part monument to one of 
the biggest pop starsof the 
1980s. 

'The point of the book 
was really to illustrate our 
friendship and how it really 
formed," Ridgeley told The 
Associated Press. "It's very 
difficult to put it into words 
or really put your finger on 
exactly what it was that 
people found so attractive 
about Wham! But it was a 
lot to do with George and 
me and ourfriendship." 

In the book, Ridgeley trac¬ 
es the rise of Wham! and 
key moments in the band's 
career, like the creation 
of hits like "Careless Whis¬ 
per" and "Everything She 
Wants," their appearances 
at Live Aid and the time in 
1985 when the band be¬ 
came the first Western pop 
group to visit China. 

But while this may be Ridge- 
ly's memoir, Michael looms 
large and the book peters 
out after Wham! broke 
up in 1986 as Michael's 
star soared, almost as if 
the most interesting thing 


Ridgeley hasto write about 
is his friend, who died on 
C hristma s Da y 2016. 

There are fun anecdotes, 
such as the drunken hi- 
jinks that accompanied 
the video shoot for "Last 
Christmas," the reason why 
Ridgeley wasn't part of 
Band Aid and the note he 
drunkenly wrote on his par¬ 
ents' fridge that became 
the title of a Wham! hit: 
"Mum, wake me up up be¬ 
fore you go go." 

The book also deals with 
more weighty subjects, like 
how their lives changed as 
tabloids stalked the pair 
and that during the band's 
life Michael realized he was 
gay but remained closet¬ 
ed. It was a business deci¬ 
sion to stay there. 

"He felt it would undermine 
usand ourchancesof suc¬ 
cess. And it was very im¬ 
portant to both of us that 
Wham! was a success that 
we wished for," said Ridge¬ 
ley. "It was tough for him. 
There's no doubt about 
that. And it caused him a 
great deal of discomfort." 
Ridgeley met a 13-year-old 
Michael — bom Geongios 
Panayiotou to a Cypriot 
family — in 1975, at school 
in Hertfordshire, England. 
They quickly bonded over 
a shared sense of humor 
and music, both loving 
Queen, Elton J ohn and Da¬ 
vid Bowie. 

The pair formed a ska-influ¬ 
enced quintet called The 
Executive and then in 1981 
re-emerged as a duo, tak¬ 
ing the name Wham! from 
their first completed song, 


'Wham Rap." 

Ridgeley, 56, writes that 
Wham! was never meant 
to last very long, saying 
the youth-driven duo was 
intended to "bum brightly, 
but briefly." Ridgeley just 
wanted to form a band, 
write music and perform. 
Michael soon outgrew 
his band mate and their 
breakup was amicable. "I 
achieved my ambition ear¬ 


ly in life," Ridgeley said. 

The book charts the evo¬ 
lution of Michael from a 
frumpy, uncool kid who col¬ 
lected Spider-Man com¬ 
ics into a superstar, with 
detours into very tight Fila 
shorts and plenty of hours 
of hair teasing. Ridgely 
has a few well-intentioned 
cracks at Michael's early 
fashion mistakes and his 
laterendlessobsession with 


hisappearance. 

"He struggled with his looks 
and his weight as an ado¬ 
lescent," Ridgely said. "His 
transformation, in every 
sense, is quite amazing. 
Music and the career that 
he chose, allowed him to 
become, in some ways, the 
man in his mind's eye." 
Ridgeley said he didn't al¬ 
ways handle the tabloid 
press very well, unable to 
shake the "Animal Andy" 
or "Randy Andy" labels as 
a hard-partying pop star. 
In many ways, the book is 
a lesson for any wannabe 
pop stars out there about 
the pitfalls a head. 

"If I was advising the 
20-year-old Andrew Ridge¬ 
ley from this perspective, I'd 
be telling him to do things 
very differently," Ridgeley 
said. 

"Perhapsthe biggest lesson 
that I would say is the one 
to leam is not to let fame 
and fortune get inside your 
head," he added. 'Give 
yourself a healthy bit of dis¬ 
tance between your fame 
and reality because they 
are two different things." 
Among the book's high¬ 
lights are the dozens of 
photos included, com¬ 
plete with witty captions 
from Ridgeley. One of the 
duo wearing swimsuits is 
labeled "poseurs," another 
of them dancing onstage 
is given "prancers" and a 
third of them joking around 
gets "prats." 

"I had great fun doing that. 

I could just imagine George 
next to me going through 
those," Ridgely said. □

Gallery. 


A final decision is set for 
Oct. 16, just days before 
the exhibition marking the 
500th anniversary of Leon¬ 
ardo's death is set to open 
at the Louvre on Oct. 24. 
Italia Nostra, which cam- 
paignsforthe protection of 
Italy's cultural treasures, ar¬ 
gued that such a "precious 
and fragile" masterpiece 
should not leave Italy. 

The Culture Ministry called 
the decision "incompre¬ 
hensible." 

Culture Minister Dario 
Franc esc hini signed a 


memorandum in Septem¬ 
ber securing the loan in 
exchange for a work by 
Raphael for an exhibition 
marking the 500th anniver¬ 
sary of his death next year 
in Rome. 

'The Vitruvian Man," Leon¬ 
ardo's famed study of hu¬ 
man proportions, is normal¬ 
ly kept out of public view 
in climate-controlled con¬ 
ditions, but was exhibited 
at the Accademia Gallery 
from April through July as 
part of events marking the 
anniversary of hisdeathO

— Two places have trig¬ 
gered tears of joy in my life: 
Ihe Vatican and Cooper¬ 
stown. 

I wasn't surprised when it 
happened in my mother's 
homeland while kneeling 
and praying in St. Peters as 
the nephew of a Roman 
Catholic priest and the 
great nephew of a Domini¬ 
can nun. 

Even though I'm an emo¬ 
tional Italian-American, I 
did not expect to have my 
emotions tugged as they 
were last month in upstate 
New York. 

With my wife, our son, 
daughter and her friend, 
we broke up a nine-hour 
drive from Ann Arbor, Mich¬ 
igan, to Cooperstown into 
a two-day trip. We stopped 
for chicken wings at Duff's 
in Buffalo, spent a night in 
the FingerLakesregion and 
visited Seneca Falls where 
the women'srightsconven- 
tion was held in 1848. 

We were going to Cooper¬ 
stown, naturally, for base¬ 
ball. 

I found out overthe course 
of a week there's much 
more to the one-stoplight 
village than its No. 1 attrac¬ 
tion, the National Baseball 
Hall of Fame, which is truly 
a greatshrineforthe game. 
My son plays for a 12 years 


old-and-undertravel base¬ 
ball team, Michigan Blue 
Jays Treat, that wrapped 
up its season at Cooper¬ 
stown Dreams Park. "The 
sprawling and spectacular 
165-acre facility is surround¬ 
ed by lush forests providing 
a picturesque backdrop on 
any one of 20-plus fields en- 
closed by green, eight-foot 
wa Ms. 

Cooperstown Dream Park 
host 13 weeklong tourna¬ 
ments each summer and 
draws the country's best 


travel baseball tea ms from 
as far away as Hawaii. It 
brings in more than 500,000 
visitors to a village with few¬ 
er than 2,000 year-round 
residents. 

"Fhe tournament has cre¬ 
ated a unique culture in 
which it is common for an 
infielder to extend a hand 
for a competitor to slap 
when rounding the bases 
after clearing the fences in 
a ballpark where a 200-foot 
fly is a home run. 

When I saw that the first 
time, it touched me and 
that's tough to do at a 
sporting event for a sports 
writer who has been to 
thousa nds of ga mes. 

The tears flowed, though, 
on anotherday when walk¬ 
ing to the National Base¬ 
ball Hall of Fame on Main 
Street, which looks like a 
Norman Rockwell painting. 
It took some time for me 
to pull it together before 
joining our team's players, 
coaches, parents and sib¬ 
lings fora wonderfully infor¬ 
mative 30-minute talk with 
Baseball Hall of Fame di¬ 
rector of communications 
Craig Muder. 

Even if you don't have a 
player to root for at Coo¬ 
perstown Dreams Park, 
check out a game if you 
can make it there before 
the end of the month or 
any other summer. 

It'll give you a good excuse 


to check out a place un¬ 
like any other. Locals say 
they love the fall when the 
leaves are changing col¬ 
ors on countless trees and 
crowds are smaller, so that 
may be a great time to 
getaway to this gem.

We rented a spacious 
home with a spectacular 
view of forests with trees 
so clumped together they 
looked like broccoli florets, 
a pool and an awesome 


deck. 

Bed-and-breakfast options 
include the Landmark Inn 
where guests can help 
themselves to pea nuts and 
CrackerJ ack, a nod to the 
song 'Take Me Out to the 
Ballgame." Near the stop 
light, the Inn at Cooper¬ 
stown serves ice tea, lem¬ 
onade and cookies on the 
porch. 

To accommodate the 
seasonal floods of people, 
there are also many hotels, 
including some nationally 
known ones, and motels 
along with homes from 
lakefront homes to simple 
cabins forrent. 

WHERETO EAT 
Main Street is filled with din¬ 
ing options, including the 
can't-miss Nicoletta's Ital¬ 
ian Cafe along with Sal's 
Pizzeria and Cooperstown 
Diner. Please do yourself a 
favorand make a 5-minute 
drive north of downtown, 
to eat and or drink at The 
Blue Mingo Grill. The res¬ 
taurant is in a boatyard on 
9-mile-long Otsego Lake 
and serves perhaps the 
best chowder west of New 
England.
